of air treatment agent to achieve a proportion of treatment agent in the air of between 
0.1 and 0.0001 ml per m A 3 of air per hour; and introducing the mixture of air and vapor 
air treatment agent into the air being treated as in instant claim 1 nor a device for 
practicing the method as in instant claim 9.
